DESCRIPTION OF

The parents of Charles Grill, 25 
years old, of 2948A Michigan ave- 
nue, expressed fear today that the 
young man seen to leap from the 
top deck of Eads Bridge and dis- 
appear in the Mississippi River at 2 
Pp. m. Wednesday was .their son, 
who has been missing since 1 p. 
m. that day. 

He had been caNed Wednesday 
morning as a witness for the plain- 
tiff in a $29,400 damage suit 


against his employers, Stix, Baer & 
Fuller Dry Goods Co., and his fa- 
ther, Frank Grill, a stationary fire- 
man, said today Charles had been 
worried about the case. The elder 
Grill and Mrs. Grill, who is his 
stepmother, think it possible that 
Charles feared he would lose his 
job at the department store if 
obliged to testify against him em- 
ployers, 

The géneral description of the 
young man who jumped from the 
bridge answers that of Grill. He is 
2 feet 9 inches tall, has light brown 
hair, blue eyes and weighs 160 
pounds. When last seen Grill was 
wearing a gabardine topcoat, gray 
hat and suit and tan oxford shoes 
Witnesses described the suicide as 
wearing clothes such as -Grill had 
on when he disappeared.

On April 
28, 1922, Marchlewski had been 
injured in an accident at the de- 
partment store and, while it was 
not contended that he died from 
this injury, attorneys for his es- 
tate planned to show that Grill 
was responsible for the accident. 


The plaintiff's contention was 
that, while Grill and Marchlewski 
were at work in the store, Gril) 
carelessly ran a hand truck into 
a heavy roll of linoleum, causing 
it to fall on Marchlewski’s right 
foot. Gangrene set in and the leg 
was amputated at the knee, 


Excited on Witness Stand. 

Mrs. Marie Finn, his daughter, 
as administratrix of his estate, 
asks damages from the department 
store on the ground that the acci- 
dent impaired her father’s earning 
power.

NEW YORK, April 22.—Expend- 


iture of millions of dollars in estab- 
lishment of a philanthropic organi- 
zation, designed to surpass in scope 
the Rockefeller and Carnegie foun- 
dations, are outlined by John 
Markle, wealthy retired coal oper- 
ator, in the New York American 
today. 

Almost every form of scientific 
and medical research work, educa- 
tional activity and welfare enter- 
prise will share in the John and 
Mary R. Markle foundation, to be 
started with a contemplated initial 
fund of $3,000,000, says the Amer- 
ican. 

Purposes of the foundation in- 
clude creation and maintenance of 
medical research centers, hospitals, 
charitable institutions and educa- 
tional agencies; study of disease 
and development of methods of 
eradication; support to libraries, 
and assistance to destitute indi- 
viduals. 

Establishment of the foundation 
is another step in the philosophy of 
the founder that every dollar 
earned in excess of living costs be- 
comes a trust for fellawmen. 

“All you get out of life is 
living,” Markle said, “and that de-| 
cree of livingis evidenced by your 
mortal body. Every dollar you 
have in excess of the cost of living 
is evidence of your success in the

“With these funds in your pos- 
session, you become trustee for 
your fellowmen and should so 
use these funds.

Fishing will be the best in years 
in the, lakes, canals, creeks. and 
small rivers tributary to the Mis- 
Sissippi, game wardens say, point- 
ing to the fact that the flood has 
carried large numbers of fish into 
waters seldom restocked so boun- 
tifully by natural methods.

Officials of the Missouri Pacific, 
Frisco and Cotton Belt lines were 
hopeful of resuming partial serv- 


ice through Southern Missouri and 
Northern Arkansas, sections hard- 
est hit by the flood, either late to- 
day or tomorrow. However, de- 
tours around several towns will be 
necessary for several days. 

A Cotton Belt train left Union. 
Station this merning for Fort 
Worth, via Illmo, Mo., as reports 
from officials in charge of repairs 
indicated that the route was open. 
A detour will be made from Fair 
Oaks, Ark., to Little Rock, as 
tracks are flooded and washed out 
in the vicinity. of Clarendon, Ark., 
whére a levee of the White River 
broke Wednesday, flooding the 
town, 

Train to Little Rock Tonight. 

Repairs of Missouri Pacific 
tracks at Corning, Bald Knob and 
Newport, Ark., are being rushed 
to completion and trains will leave 
here tonight for Little Rock and 
Memphis, for the first time in sev- 
eral days. A fast train over the 
Missouri Pacific from Texas, due 
here Wednesday morning, arrived 
at 8 a. m. today after making: nu- 
merous transfers because of flood 
conditions between Texarkana and 
St. Louis. 

Frisco officials are hopeful that 
conditions at Lilbourn, Mo., where 
a pile trestle was washed away 
when a levee broke Wednesday, 
will be sufficiently improved to 
permit construction of a new tres- 
tle within the next 24 hours.

BOY, COUSINS, 18, PLEAD 
GUILTY OF HOLDUP MURDER 


Pair Previously Sentenced to 70 
Years for Robberies, Are’ 
Given Life Term.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22.— 
Spencer Norton and Ralph, Perry, 
18-year-old cousins, of St. Louis, 
today pleaded guilty to the murder 
of A. H. Wiedenmann, Kansas City 
insurance man, in an attempted 
holdup March 19, and were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. Pre- 
viously they had been given sen- 
tences of 70 years on pleas of 
guilty of seyen robbery charges. 
Prosecutor Page asked that the 
case go to trial and he had intend- 
ed to ask for the death penalty. 

Norton and Perry were re- 
turned here recently from Los An- 
geles, where they were arrested. 
Norton accompanied detectives to 
St. Louls where some of the loot 
in rohberies he committed was 
found at the home of his mother, 
3950 McRee avenue. He served a 
shorkt term in the St. Louls Hourh 
of Detention sevéral months ago 
for acting ag lookout in a $6 rob- 
be 
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He telphoned to Natchez that some 
persons had climbed to chimneys 
and tree tops. 

Hundreds of men were piling 
sandbags frantically in a useless ef- 
fort to hold Stops Landing levee 
when it broke. Many of them nar- 
rowly escaped the onrush of water 
and several Negroes were drowned. 

The breach was half a mile wide. 

There are three danger points in 
the levees close to Greenville, 
where workers are conceritrating 
their efforts. The spread of water 
from Stops Landing is expected to 
cover a broad and populous terri- 
tory between the Mississippi and 
Yazoo Rivers, including the Sun- 
flower River Valley. Hundreds of 
persons were rescued by boats from 
roofs and trees in the rural districts 
yesterday. 

6000 Refugees in Greenville, 
During the morning the water 
in Greenville was rising at the rate 
of three inches an hour, the depth 
in the residential sections varying 
from one inch to six feet. Six 
thousand refugees from the flood- 
ed lowlands are in the city and a 
food shortage is feared unless new 
supplies are brought. Livestock 
driven into the city from the coun- 
tryside ran wild through the 
streets today. ; 

Greenville was without train and 
mail service. Communication is 
maintained by telephone and tele- 
graph, but officials fear these may 
be interrupted before the day 
passes. More than 1000 persons 
left the city last night on the last 
train run over the Yazoo & Mis- 
sissippi Railway. Others prepared 
today to leave as soon as trans- 
portation could be provided. 
Shortly after the Stops Landing 
levee broke, another earthen bar- 
rier gave way 40 miles upstream, 
on the Arkansas side, at Knowlton, 
above the mouth of the Arkansas 
and White Rivers. This is flooding 
another large area. 

Cry in Vain or Help. 
Going upstream after the Knowl- 
ton break, the steamboat Wabash, 
loaded with refugees and towing a 
full barge, passed many persons 
erying for aid, but could not take 
them aboard. The Wabash went 
to Helena, Ark. 
Another ievee in this sector 
broke last hight, between Pendle- 
ton and Me@€ford, Ark., a little way 
above the mouth of the Arkansas 
River. Parts of Desha and Chicot 
counties, Ark., and Ouachita and 
Morehouse parishes, La., are ex- 
pected to be inundated. 
Forty miles south of Greenville, 
on the Mississippi, a levee at Albe- 
marle Bend, Miss., is gradually giv- 
ing way. Water already is rushing 
over its top over a Stretch of six 
miles. Eight counties of Mississ'!ppi 
in the vicinity of Greenville and 
Albemarle Bend, and a score or 
more of towns and cities are in the 
path of the flood, and those sec- 
tions which hope to remain above 
water are preparing to care for 
thousands of refugees. 
Relief work in this district went 
forward rapidly today. Three new 
detachments of the Mississippi Na- 
tional Guard were ordered to duty 
by Adjutant-General Green, follow- 
ing a conference with Gov. Murffee 
and Levee Board and Government 
officers at Vicksburg, at which it 
was decided to establish permanent 
refugee camps at Greenwood, Vicks- 
burg and Yazoo City. 
Gen. Green telegraphed Secre- 
tary of War Davis on his arrival at 
Greenville that the State authorities 
and Red Cross would be unable to 
cope with the situation. He asked 
for tents and rations for the flood 
sufferers, declaring that immediate 
relief is “absolutely necessary in 
the greatest crisis ever to come to 
the Mississippi delta.” Two medi- 
cal detachments connected with 
the 157th Infantry and the 106th 
Efigineers were assembled at Cleve- 
land, Miss., and will aid in caring 
for the refugees. 
In the St. Francis River basin 
of Missouri and Arkansas, spurred 
by the waters from the New 
Madrid, (Mo.) gap in the levee, 
residents have fled in the face of 
the inevitable deluge which is 
slowly creeping southward. There 
is no outlet for this flood until the 
water has covered an area more 
than a hundred miles long and 
many miles wide. It will probably 
find the Mississippi again from the 
St. Francis into which it will flow 
near Helena. 
Responding to the inflowing 
tides from the New Madrid area, 
waters of Big Lake, in Arkansas, 
and the Little River are rising. Au- 
thorities believed the Big Lake wa- 
ter would increase six feet from 
this influx. Towns and residents 
in the St. Francis Valley south- 
Ward were prepared to receive the 
steadily advancing floods. 
At 11 o'clock last night water 
began pouring over the levee near 
Cora City, about 15 miles south 
of Chester, Il, Reports this morn- 
ing are that a break has ween pre- 
vented and that the crews at work 
will be able to hold it. Should the 
break occur an estimated acreage 
of 200,000 will be in-tndated. 
About 1000 men were working 
today to reinforce a levee between 
Charleston and Commerce, in 
Southeastern Missouri, and between 
300 and 500 men were similarly 
employed on a levee near Caruth- 
ersville, Mo. 

Reelsfoot Levee Buttressed.

100,000 More May Be Made 
Homeless by the Flood 


A large area of Tennessee and 
Kentucky would be inundated if 
this barrier broke. The river at 
Hickman today was thrée inches 
lower than yesterday, due to levee 
breaks to the south, and the crest 
of the lower Mississippi flood to- 
day is in the vicinity of Hickman 
and New Madrid, which is under 
water. 

Business in Hickman, where the 
main street is submerged, virtual- 
ly stopped while all available men 
worked on the Reelfoot levee. Be- 
cause of numerous hills back of 
this town, the Red Cross has made 
Hickman a concentration camp for 
refugees, of whom there are about 
2400 now, including 900 brought 
from New Madrid yesterday by 
steamboat. 

The Sikeston (Mo.) Chamber of 
Commerce has written the Post- 
Dispatch that Sikeston, 20 miles 
north of New Madrid and away 
from the river, is in no danger from 
the flood, because it stands on high 
ground. 

At Vidalia, Le., a man is held

Rains were general east of the 
Mississippi River and over the 
whole flood area last night, and 
the nation still is shivering under 
low temperatures, 

The Mississippi will rise slowly 
from Louisiana, Mo., to just below 
Chester, Ill., Weather Forecaster 
Hayes predicted, and will reach the 
following stages: Grafton, IIl., at 
the mouth of the Illinois Rivet, 
25.5 feet by Sunday; Alton, 30.5 
by Sunday; St. Louis, as previously 
predicted, 86 by Monday; Chester, 
35 by Wednesday.

TOWNSFOLK FLEE

Water From One to Three 
Feet Deep Reported at 
Lilbourn, Three Miles 
West of New Madrid.

SIKESTON, Mo., April 22.—In- 
habitants of Lilbourn and Catron, 
Southeastern Missouri towns, were 
fleeing last night before the flood. 

Lilbourn, a town of 1000 popula- 
tion, three miles west of New 
Madrid, was inundated to a depth 
of from one te three feet. Officials 
of the Frisco Railroad made up a 
train which carried several hun- 
dred inhabitants south to safety. 

The water had reached the first 
floors in most of the stores and 
homes and was expected to rise an- 
other foot. The town was unap- 
proachable by highway or boat, 
and wire communication was cut 
off. 

In Catron, a hamlet of 50, not 
far from New Madrid, the water 
had crept up to the first floors of 
dwellings. 

A break was threatened today in 
the Texas Bend levee, 10 miles 
north of Charleston. Fifty men 
and 10,000 sand bags were rushed 
from here when a call for assist- 
ance was received. With the ar- 
rival of the reinforcements, 425 
men were engaged in strengthening 
the barrier. A break at this point 
would result in raising the water 
in flooded New Madrid and in the 
inundation of Charleston, a town of 
4000 population, and East Prairie, 
a small village eight miles south of 
there. 

Between 1000 and 1500 men 
worked diligently all last night to 
save the levee between Drinkwater 
and Bipd’s Point, Mo., and this 
morning Government engineers said 
the extreme crisis had apparently 
passed. Many men still are patrol- 
ling the levee, although the Mis- 
sissippi fell 2-10ths of a foot dur- 
ing the night at Bird’s Point. The 
extreme danger is caused by a 
brisk wind which is whipping 
waves over the Missouri levee.

COOLIDGE APPEALS FOR GIFTS 
TO RED CROSS FLOOD RELIEF 


Presidential Proclamation Cites Immediate 
Need for Thousands.of Dollars in Emerg- 


ency Which “Is 


Indeed Grave.” 


Ry the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.— 
President Coolidge today issued a 
proclamation asking for aid for the 
sufferers in the area flooded by 
the Mississippi River and its tribu- 
taries. The flood situation “is in- 
deed grave,” the proclamation 
said, and for the task of caring for 
the thousands of refugees “addi- 
tional funds must be obtained im- 
mediately.’’ 

The proclamation follows: 

“To the people of the United 
States: Eight states of the Union 
are suffering one of the most ex- 
tensive floods in the history of 
the country. For more than two 
weeks the waters of the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries, swollen 
to record volume have been over- 
whelming and breaking through 
the levees raised to confine them 
within their courses. They have 
deluged millions of acr@s of agri- 
cultural lands, inundated many 
towns, and driven thousands of 
people from. their homes. The 
crest of the flood is advancing 
southward, daily creating new ruin. 

Situation Growing Worse. 

‘Tn the past few days the sit- 
uation, instead of improving as had 
been hoped, has been rapidly 
growing worse. The flood waters 
have continually forced new 
breaches in the levees despite the 
efforts of hundreds of workers, 
with consequent increased destruc- 
tion. , 
“The American Red Cross re- 
ports that, by a most conservative 
estimate there are now more than 
75,000 refugees from the floods 
who must be cared for by the Red 
Cross. While this emergency con- 
tinues, which will be for weeks, 
these refugees must be fed, shel- 
tered and clothed. Their health 
must be protected. 

“In the event that the floods rise 
to the predicted higher levels in 
the next few days, the number 
whose most primary needs must be 
cared for will be quickly doubled 
or trebled. The situation is in- 
deed grave. 


“The Government is giving such 
aid as lies within its power. Gov- 
ernmént boats that are available 
are being used to rescue those in 
danger and carry refugees to safe- 
ty. The War Department is pro- 
viding the Red Cross with tents 
for housing refugees, The National 
Guard, State and local authorities 
are assisting. But the burden of 
caring for the homeless rests, upon 
the agency designated by Govern- 
ment charter to provide relief in 
disaster—the American National 
Red Cross. For so great a task 
additional funds must be obtained 
immediately. 


Urges Gifts to Red Cross. 

“It therefore becomes my duty 
as President of the United States 
and president of the American 
National Red Cross: to direct the 
sympathy of our people to the sad 
plight of thousands of their fellow 
citizens, and to urge that generous

until after the end of the fiscal 
year, June 30, when new appro- 
priations will be available, Some of 
the attorneys are likely to object 
to courtroom work during the 
summer months. This may lead to 
a postponement until as late as 
September. 

The first trial began March 135, 
upon 141 allegations of libel, later 
reduced to 86. Judge Raymond 
discharged the jury yesterday, aft- 
er a showing that Mrs. Cora Hoff- 
man, a woman member of the jury, 
had given an interview to the De- 
troit Times. Allegations of mis- 
conduct as a juror had been made 
against Mrs. Hoffman and in the 
interview she denied having been 
guilty of any improprieties. This 
denial in itself was the impropriety 
which ended, the trial. 

Before he discharged the jury, 
Judge Raymond said from the 
bench that, while she might have 
been guilty of indiscretions and 
improprieties, incomplete reports 
from the Department of Justice 
created grave doubt that “this 
juror intentionally participated in 
any bribery or attempted bribery.” 

The Judge assailed the Detroit 
Times for publishing the interview 
and instructed John A. Baxter, the 
acting United States District Ax- 
torney, to institute an investiga- 
tion, and, if his findings warrant- 
ed, to file informations alleging 
contempt of court against the pub- 
lishers of the Times, the reporter 
who interviewed Mrs. Hoffman, 
and any others responsible for the 
interview. Baxter said that it 
would require at least a week for 
him to complete his inquiry. 

William Henry Gallagher, chief 
of counsel for Sapiro, in a deposi- 
tion filed with the court in reply 
to defense statements supporting 
the motion for a mistrial, said that 
long before the trial opened he 
had investigated methods em- 
ployed by Ford in litigation. 

Gallagher said he had “learned 
that the agents of Ford make a 
practice of tapping telephone 
wires, wiring the private rooms of 
principals and even the chambers 
of Judges, examining sealed mail, 
examining private baggage, engag- 
ing merchants in the vicinity of 
jurors’ homes to spread favorable 
propaganda, going into the homes 
of jurors posing as salesmen and 
then issuing propaganda to the 
families of the jurors, sending a 
note of warning to a juror at his 
home and shadowing jurors, wit- 
nesses, litigants, attorneys, Judges 


and visitors to the courtroom; and

_ IN ONE-MILLIONTH 
PART OF A SECOND 


General Electric Develops De- 
vice for Study of Lightning 
and Effect on Arresters 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., April 22.— 
A photographic device that oper- 
ates so quickly that it discloses 
what occurs in one-millionth of a 
second has been perfected in Gen- 
eral Electric Co. laboratorieg here, 
and is being used in studying the 
effects of lightning on electrical 
apparatus and in developing ways 
to prevent damage from such elec- 
trical disturbances. A millionth 
of a second is to a second as one 
minute is to two years. 

The instrument, known as the 
Dufour cathode ray oscillograph, 
records precisely what happens 
when lightning strikes a transmis- 
sion line, or when a lightning ar- 
rester operates.

ANDREWS CONSIDERS PLAN 
FOR WHISKY MONOPOLY

NEW YORK, April 22.—Propos- 
als for formation by bonded liquor 
warehouse owners of a national 
whisky monopoly, to provide “good 
whisky at a reasonable price” for 
persons who are ill, are being con- 
sidered by the Government, Gen.

‘“‘Charter of Labor’ Guar- 
antees Six-Day Week, 
Holiday, and Indemnity 
for Discharge. 


FORBIDS STRIKES 
AND BOYCOTTS 


Asserts Right of State to 
Manage Corporations — 
Capital Must Share in 
Hard Times. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 22.—Premier Mus- 
solini’s ideas of the proper rela- 
tionship between employer and 
employe and between labor and 
the State are given concrete form 
in a “charter of labor” adopted by 
the Fascist Grand Council in spe- 
cial session. 

The charter sets forth that 
labor, which is a social duty, and 
property, which accomplishes @ 
‘so¢ial function, are both under 
‘the guardianship of the State. 
since the State must control the 
lwhole body of production for the 
‘well-being of its citizens and the 
development of national strength. 

With this end in view, the char- 
ter provides for the organization 
of associations or syndicates, the 
relations of which are to be car- 
ried on through collective con- 
tracts. Special labor courts will 
have the final decision in contro- 
versies. 

The charter denounces the prin- 
ciple of a minimum wage, or gen- 
‘eral rules in wage fixing, and ad- 
vocates contracts based on living 
conditions and the possibilities of 
iproduction. Equality of wages in 
jany single industry is also 
'tfrewned on, the contention being 
'raade that workers with unusual 
‘ability should receive greater re- 
/muneration. 
| Guarantees to Labor. 

The charter guarantecs a six- 
‘day week, extra pay for night 
work, an annua! paid holiday, 
civil and religious holidays when 
deemed possible, indemnity in pro- 
'portion to the length of service in 
‘case of discharge, indemnity to 
the worker's family in case of 
death, and the assurance of a po- 
sition in case of short illness. 

The docwment forbids strikes, 
‘lockouts, boycotts, obstructionism 
‘and sabotage. These are consid- 
jered rebellion against the State if 
{the motive is political. 

The charter provides that when 
private initiative is insufficient or 
lacking, or when political inter- 
ests dictate, the State may take 
over management of a compahy 
and operate it through a corpora- 
tion. 

Non-fascist organizations of 
laborers and employers will not 
be forbidden, but they will have 
to abide by collective contracts 
made with Fascist associations 
within their categories of activity. 

The charter of labor, which will 
be the basis of further legislation, 
was presented by the Premier yes- 
terday as a finale to the joint celee 
biation of the Fascist labor day, 
and the founding of Rome, 2681 
years ago.

YALE DEAN GRTIGSE 
MASSACHUSETTS LAN 


It Easily Leads to Conviction of 
Innocent, Says Sacco-Van- 
zetti Commentator. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 22. 
—Robert M. Hutchins, secretary of 
Yale University and dean of the 
Yale Law School, commenting in 
the Yale Law Journal on the Sac- 
co-Vanzetti case, says that prac- 
tices allowed in Massachusetts may 
lead to the conviction of defend- 
ants for crimes which they never 
committed. 

“Few phases of the law of evi- 
dence present such a maze of con- 
fused and arbitrary rulings as 
cross-examination to impeach,” he 
continues. “Most courts, we are 
told, have taken the view that the 
limits of this type of evidence are 
in the discretion of the trial Judge. 
This does not apply in every juris- 
diction to all questions tending to 
discredit. Nor is it possible in any 
jurisdiction to predict with much 
confidence when a reviewing court 
will hold that this discretion has 
been abused. 

“The Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts has at least made 
such prediction more certain than 
it hag been in that State hitherto. 
In Commonwealth vs. Sacco, the 
court holds that as long as the evi- 
dence admitted has a degrading 
tendency, there can be no abuse 
of discretion. 

Cross-Examination Broad. 

“The cross-examination in this 
case was ag broad as could be well 
imagined. The defendant, on trial 
for murder in a holdup, was asked 
about his love of money, his love 
of this country, his information 
relative to the charitable activities 
of Harvard, his knowledge of the 
number of school children in Bos- 
ton, his subscription to anarchist 
papers, the. coincidence of his views 
with those of a certain anarchist. 
his avoidance of conscription. and 
whether he was a man who should 
tell the jury that the United States 
was a disappointment to him. 

“The Supreme Court says: “These 
questions, ag well as the questions 
relative to the effect on his wife 
of possible arrest and deportation 
for participation in movements 
inimical to the Government, were 
within the rule that a witness may 
be cross-examified in the discretion 
of the Judge to test his accuracy, 
veracity or credibility, or to shake 
his credit by injuring his character, 
and for this purpose his way of 
life, his association, his bits, his 
prejudices, his physica! defects and 
infirmities, hig mental idiosyncra- 
cies if they affect his capacity, his 
means or knowledge. powers of 
discernment, memory and descrip- 
tion may al) be relevant.’

as it was here, may make prophecy 
as to what an Appellete Court will 
do more definite and sure.

MORAL EFFECT OF ee 

It is gratifying to learn from Judge Gary. 
the United States Steel Corporation, leader and index 
in the world of business, that business is growing 
more ethical; that it is conducted in accord with the 
‘belief that right is superior to might, and that moral- 
ity is as important as legality. 

The time is not far past when there was a general 
impression that legality was the standard of busi- 
ness, particularly big business, and that staffs of able 
attorneys were maintained for the purpose of devis 
ing ways and means of keeping sharp practices just 
within the law. The impression was frequently ex- 


Judge Gary’s statement in the Century Magazine is 
welcome news. We do not doubt that there is truth 
in his statement that business morality is improv- 
ing.

MEXICO’S OjL. | 

There is nothing surprising in the prediction of 
A. E. Watts, president of the Mexican Sinclair Petro- 
leum Co., that there is likely to be an early settle 
ment of the differences between Mexico and American 
oil interests. It bears out the contention which this 
paper has made repeatedly—namely, that these differ- 
ences are capable of settlement if both sides really 
desire to come to an agreement. ~ 

The first advance toward this was made when the 
forces which tended toward a peaceful adjustment 
were permitted to operate unhindered. On the Mex- 
ican side, these were the absolute necessity of avoid- 
ing war with the United States, the need of continu- 
ing the revenue derived from the export tax on crude 
oil, the advisability of keeping Mexican oil workers 
employed, and the necessity for loans. 

Our oil producers who have investments in Mexico 
had, likewise, to face certain realities and make cer- 
tain compromises. They had to recognize, first, that 
regardless of the intention behind the new Mexican 
oil law, the present rulers did not desire to inter- 
pret the statute as authorizing confiscation of legiti- 
mate titles. Second, they had to face the fact that 


the titles of some of their number had been secured | 


in such a manner that their legitimacy was open to. 


question. Third, they had to realize that it was to 
their benefit to deal directly and individually with 
the Mexican Government, instead of relying upon 
the intercession of our bungling State Department. 

Today both sides are treating the matter realis- 
tically and in a spirit of compromise, with complete 
absence of fustfan. Due to the wise counsel of Obre- 
gon and the other moderates, the Mexican Govern- 
ment has made plain that—as Mr. Watts declares— 
it has no intention of confiscating anyone’s property, 
and that it is willing to give concessions on all 
holdings for which there are clear titles. The oil 
companies, on their part, are dealing individually 
with the Mexican Government, and nearly all of them 
have filed for concessions except those controlled 
by the same Doheny who has recently been convicted 
of corrupt and fraudulent factics by the United States

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A DEFEAT OF BUREAUCRACY. 

A successful fight has just been made in Colorado | 
against czaristic control of Rocky Mountain Nationa! | 
Park by the bureaucrats at Washington. This reser- 
vation, which won its celebrity as Estes Park, was 
nationalized by an act of Congress in 1915. Fortu- 
nately, that act was so written that State, municipal 
and private rights hold precedence over Federal 
rights, so that when the National Park Bureau sought 
to invade local rights, the attempt was successfully 
resisted in the courts. | 

The National Park Bureau tried to get around the 
decision of the courts by fostering a bill in the Colo- 
rado Legislature ceding complete control of the park. 
This bill was supported by the Secretary of the In- 
terior, the two Senators from Colorado and the Den- | 
ver Chamber of Commerce. It was opposed by near- 
ly all the newspapers and by a considerable section 
of the public. The Colorado Legislature killed it. 
The chief bone of contention seems to be that the 
National Park Service established a set of rules for 
the park which were held to be obnoxious, particular- 
ly one granting a transportation monopoly. 

Having lost in the courts and in the Legislature, 
it is now expected that the bureaucrats will make 
reprisal by withholding an appropriation of $190,000 
already granted by Congress, and by closing or aban- 
doning the Fall River read, one of the arterial high- 
ways of the region.

President Diaz of Nicaragua has only recently 
been equipped sufficiently to take the offensive 
against the revolutionists. The terrain over 
which the forces are moving is very difficult, and 
small bands of revolutionists can easily hide.

The Barnum principle did not 
come into being with its great 
American exemplar, nor did it die 
with him. It is now s0 common- 
ly employed that we scarcely ever 
notice it. 

Barnum’s autobiography can be 
read merely for the fun of it; or 
it can be read by way of learning 
how a lone wolf can set a world 
of sheep bleating in unison. Per- 
haps no one ever quite escapes 
Barnumization in some degree, for 
we are gregarious beings, But the 
degree can be greatly lessened by 
honestly asking oneself in every 
instance of a prevalent belief ac- 
cepted: Did I arrive at this belief 
by independent judgment based 
upon a careful examination of the 
thing believed, or am I believing it 
because others believe it? 

It is astonishing what results 
may be obtained by this method. 
There are those who might have no 
beliefs at all if the question could 
be answered accurately; but such 
could not cnswer the question, 
however they’ might try.

VALUE GOOD BREAKFASTS 


Sevcral Suggestions for Making 
This Meal More Attractive. 


Lack of sleep always affects the 
appetite. Even if a child has had 
a long unbroken rest during the 
night, his appetite often has to be 
tempted in the morning. This can 
usually be done by serving fruit as 
a first course—oranges and grape- 


fruit are both stimulating to the 
appetite. The juice can be squeezed 
from oranges and grapefruit can 
be cut in half, seeds removed and 
sections separated the night before 
they are to be used. Grapefruit 


}can be pared, the sections removed 

and placed in a bowl with honey 
and allowed to stand over night in 
a refrigerator. 


Honey is delicious as a sweeten- 
ing for cereals. It is less sweet 
and has more flavor than sugar 
and in this way will sometimes 
make cereal more interesting. Fruit 
and cereal may be served in com- 
bination, or fruit can be combined 
with bacon or eggs in such things 
as fried apples with bacon and 
fruit omelets. Other appetizers 
not commonly found on the break- 
fast table are water cress, parsley 
and celery. Any one of these vege- 
tables will add a refreshing touch 
to the usual morning meal.

SAVORY VEGETABLES 


The Everyday Dinner Menu 
Should Contain Several 
Vegetable Dishes. 


The French housewlfe’s method 
of cooking green peas is to put 
half a cupful of water into an 
earthenware saucepan, to which is 
added a little pepper, salt and su- 
gar, and then allow it to come te 
a boil. The peas are put into this 
and allowed to steam gently until 
they are nearly cooked; they are 
then drained thoroughly, and 
emptied into a clean, warm sauce- 
pan, with a little butter. The 


saucepan is then allowed to stand 
the side of the fire until the 
peas are thoroughly cooked, when 
they are turned into a very hot 
dish and served. 
Fresh Asparagus. 

Wash, scrape, cut off about one 
inch hard ends, and tie together. 
Put into saucepan, cover with boil- 
ing water, and boi] until tender, 
l.ceping tips out of water for the 
first ten minutes; add salt. Re- 
move from water; lay on pieces of 
toast and serve with melted but- 
ter, cream or Hollandaise sauce. 

Young Carrots. 

Young summer carrots are sur- 
.Trisingly good baked. They should 
be scraped, split lengthwise and 
placed in a casserole with plenty 
of butter and a little sugar, a trace 
of cinnamon, if Niked—and baked 
until tender, covering the first half 
hour. The sweetness and flavor 
are nof washed out, but baked inl 

Parsley Potato Balls. 

Cut potatoes with French bell 
butter, allowing six for each serv~ 
ice. Steam or boil until tender. 
Season with salt and pepper. Serve 
on plate sprinkled with Rnely 
chopped pareley. 

Cauliflower Au Gratin. 

Cauliflower au gratin is made 
from cauliflower broken in large 
pieces before it is boiled, and then 
cooked for about 20 minutes. Put 
the pieces in a baking dish and 
sprinkle them with grated cheese— 
Parmesan is the best. Then sprin- 
kle the dish with fine breadcrumbs 
and small pieces of butter. Pour 
over the whole a sauce made from 
two beaten egg yolks to which are 
added a saltspoon of ealt, a tea- 
spoon of lemon juice, two table- 
spoons of grated cheese, a table- 
spoon of melted butter and a lite 
tle pepper. Brown in the oven. 

Escalloped Potatoes. 

Fill a quart measure with sliced 
raw white potatoes. Put a layer 
of these potatoes in a buttered bak- 
ing dish, sprinkle with one tea- 
spoon of salt, a little flour and a 
very little black pepper, then dot 
with one tablespoon of butter. Now 
add a second layer of the sliced 
potatoes, more flour, seasoning and 
butter, and continue to fepeat these 
layers till all the potato slices are 
used. Then pour three cups of 
scalded sweet milk over all, cover 
the dish and bake one hour fn a 
moderate oven. Remove cover and 
continue to bake 30 minutes, Serve 
hot. 

Stuffed Celery. 

Cream together one cake crear 
cheese and about two tablespoons 
Roquefort cheese. Moisten with @ 
little olive oll or mayonnaise dreqs- 
ing.

HERE comes a time in the fife 
T= every cook when measures 
must be taken to secure accur- 
acy. If cakes fall into sorry val- 
leys of depression and muffins in- 
sist upon turning into mountains it 
is time to bring action against the 
measuring devices. The fault with 
your cooking may be none of yours, 
it is quite likely to lie, within the 
cup you measured with. 

Glass measuring cups in partic- 
ular vary seriously in quantity on 
contents due to the difference in 
thickness of glass. Some have very 
thick bottoms and in these a fourth 
of a cup is bound to be much less 
than an actual fourth. In some 
ve! VW | cups, actual measurement has 

/ : | | shown one. cup to hold four table- 
| spoons more than another. 

An easy way of checking the ca- 
pacity of your cup is by filling it 
with carefully leveled tablespoon- 
fuls—a standard cup should hold 
16 tablespoons of any material. 
More actual] results are likely to be 
obtained if small quantities of fat 
especially are measured in table- 
spoons—four for a fourth of a cup 
—or two for an eighth. 

Cupfuls of flour vary, ofgcourse, 
unless the flour is sifted at least 
once before it is measured. Even 
so there is still a chance of error 
if the flour is scooped up by dip- 
ping the cup into it. Accuracy is 
gained by filling the cup with flour 
with a small flour scoop and then

A child cannot use a reference 
book until he is trained to do so.

information, are to be written down 
in a note book as they are asked 
and at some convenient time in the 
day or evening, he is shown the 
book to bring down, the way to 
find the answer, the use of *he 
index and the table of contents. 
Then the official question answer- 
er for the family reads and ex- 
plains. 


If that is done day by day the 
children will grow by leaps and 
bounds. Each well answeréd ques- 
tion aids the next. Intelligence 
grows by interest compounded 
hourly. By the time the children 
reach high school they know how 
to look for any information they 
need and have the power to use it 
after they have found it. 


There is in most homes today a 
good dictionary, a fine encyclope- 
dia, an atlas, a telephone directory. 
Usually they are in first-class con- 
dition. “Not a mark on them.” 
the housekeeper proudly states. 
Which, of course, is all wrong. 
They ought to have scrubbed bind- 
ing, and they ought to have such 
supple backs that they fall open 
at a touch. They ought to have 
been used every day. They ought 
to be worn out by handling so the 
next generation can have a fresh 
set, 

I am saying that there ought to 
be good reference books in every 
household where there are children 
and that somebody should make it 
his steady job to help the children 
to their skillful use. That some- 
body would not be wasting his 
time, either. 

And if there is anything left in 
the fund after buying the reference 
books add a good giobe, a big one. 
And if there is still something over, 
one of the picture maps of history 
or literature. 

But dont keep them “nice.” Use 


them.
